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Dirks pitches 
Anytime’ exam 


Education. School 
boards support idea of 
student flexibility

More flexibility for diploma 
exam writers is an idea being 
floated to the school boards by 
Alberta’s minister of education 
as he meets with trustees across 
the province. 

Minister Gordon Dirks told 
Metro Sunday he’s received a 
lot of support for the idea of 
“anytime student-ready” dip¬ 
loma exams — the opportunity 
for students to write or chal¬ 
lenge the standardized provin¬ 
cial test any time throughout 
the year. 

While the idea is still in the 
theoretical stage, Dirks said he 
plans on bouncing the concept 
off more school board mem¬ 
bers over the next 10 days. 

“These days students are 
completing courses at different 
times of the year,” he said. 

“Some of them online, some 
of them in other ways, some of 
them in regular classrooms, so 
it may make sense to investi¬ 


gate this notion further and see 
whether or not it has validity as 
something that should be con¬ 
sidered as policy.” 

Dirks noted that the “any¬ 
time student-ready” model has 
yet to be refined, but could in¬ 
clude a bank of diploma ques¬ 
tions that would be randomly 
selected for students the day 
they choose to write their 
exam. 

Edmonton public school 
board chairman Michael Janz 
said the board is always sup¬ 
portive of giving students more 
flexibility when it comes to 
writing their exams. 

“I think for some students 
who wish to challenge a course 
or are involved in athletics and 
don’t fit into the usual offer¬ 
ing schedule, this would be an 
opportunity for them to take 
ownership of their learning ... 
and improve our high school 
completion (rate),” he said. 

Last year, the board voted to 
lobby the government to drop 
the weight of the diploma exam 
from 50 per cent to 30 per cent. 

“Fifty per cent is a very 
heavy weighting for an exam 
to be writing on one day at one 
time and it can be quite vari¬ 
able on what exam (students) 
get to write,” Janz said.

Education Tuition 
hikes approved in 
late 2013 could spell 
further trouble

Alberta post-secondary learn¬ 
ers are flocking to provincial 
and federal loans at a rate that 
more than doubles the overall 
student growth in the sector, a 
Metro analysis has found. 

Between 2008-09 and 2012- 
13, the total number of learn¬ 
ers enrolled in a college, univer¬ 
sity or polytechnic jumped by 
9,483. But over that same time 
period the total count of those 
receiving some form of prov¬ 
incial or federal aid shot up by 
20,939. 

Some of the student aid is 
provided — 16.2 per cent to be 
exact — in the form of provin¬ 
cial grants, meaning it doesn’t 
have to be paid back; how¬ 
ever, former students like P.J. 
Lavergne know all too well how 
difficult it can be to come out of 
school with tens of thousands 
in debt. 

He graduated from an ap¬ 
plied degree program at Mount 
Royal University in 2009 with 
about $20,000 in student loans 
owed. Fast-forward a half-dec¬ 
ade and he’s paid back about 
$3,000. 

“I’m just not repaying it at 
the pace the government would 
like, I’m sure — oh well,” he 
said. “They’d like me to be pay¬ 
ing about $3,000 a month and 
that’s way out of my budget 
and I’m not even working in 
my field (journalism).” 




“It’s kind of depressing to 
think about it in the long run,” 
Lavergne added. “It’s first and 
foremost what I have to think 
about before retiring or a mort¬ 
gage or any of that stuff.” 

But Lavergne’s situation 
is far from the worst. A 2013 
BMO survey found that post- 
secondaiy students in Alberta 
expected to graduate with an 
average of $27,334 in debt, 
slightly about the national aver¬ 
age of $26,300. 

A study by the same or¬ 
ganization last fall found that 
Albertans expected to spend 
more ($1,204) on back-to-school 
items — textbooks, clothing, 


technology, etc. — than those 
in any other province. 

Josh Stock decided to 
“bite the bullet” and take out 
$35,000 in loans to complete 
a bachelor of science at Ed¬ 
monton’s MacEwan University. 
After graduation, he found 
there were few jobs available in 
his chosen field, forcing him to 
return to school at NATT to ob¬ 
tain a civil engineering technol¬ 
ogy diploma this fall. He’s done 
the math and figures he’ll owe 
$45,000 upon graduating for a 
second time in 2017. 

“Depending on my salaiy, 
it will probably take eight to 
10 years (to pay it back),” Stock 


said, before chuckling, “Hope¬ 
fully it will be sooner.” 

In 2012, the province loos¬ 
ened rules for obtaining a stu¬ 
dent loan, removing previous 
considerations like part-time 
earnings and parental income 
as factors. The move was sup¬ 
ported by student advocates, 
but they’ve long supported 
major increases to scholar¬ 
ships and bursaries offered as 
well. Provincial data suggests 
those programs have not seen 
nearly the upward swing when 
compared to the loan offerings, 
with the number of scholarship 
recipients fluctuating between 
35,000-38,000 since 2010-11 


Take what you need 


Students too often use their 
loans for consumer pur¬ 
chases that have nothing 
to do with their education, 
says a Calgaiy financial 
adviser. 

David Popowich, with 
Popowich Karmali Advisoiy 
Group-CIBC Wood Gundy, 
said taking on debt to 
complete a post-secondaiy 
degree is a worthwhile 
endeavour, especially when 
you consider the average 
wage difference between 
those with advanced educa¬ 
tion credentials and those 
without. 

The problem, accord¬ 
ing to Popowich, is many 
students take on more 
money than they need and 
use their extra funds on big- 
ticket purchase. 

Popowich said students 
should take on only the 
amount they need and 
immediately draft a repay¬ 
ment plan upon graduation. 

“It has to be an amount 
you can handle, but it has 
to be done at a pace as 
quickly as possible,” he said.

Ex-Wildrose chief 
sorry for speedy defection 


Former Wildrose Party leader 
Danielle Smith has apologized 
to her constituents after her 
decision to join Alberta’s Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative Party 
late in 2014. 

“It has been just over a 
month since I and a major¬ 
ity of my Wildrose colleagues 
made the decision to start a 
process to unify conservatives 
under the leadership of Pre¬ 
mier Jim Prentice,” the High- 
wood MIA wrote in a post on 
her Faceboolc page. 

“It has not gone as ex¬ 
pected. It has not been an easy 
path. It has angered a lot of 
people,” the statement con¬ 
tinued. “For that, I am truly 
soriy.” 

Smith says she has “no 
regrets” about leaving as the 
leader of the province’s oppos¬ 
ition, noting her former party 


membership was not headed 
in a direction she favoured. 

However, in the statement 
she explains that more time 
should have gone into consul¬ 
tation. 

“In hindsight, it is clear 
that there needed to be more 
engagement and discussion 
to prepare Albertans for this 
change.” 

At a news conference in 
High River on Saturday, Smith 
took responsibility for the 
speed at which her defection 
to the PC party took place. 

“I would blame myself for 
that,” Smith told a crowded 
room of reporters. 

“I think I misunderstood 
just how angiy people would 
be,” she said. “I have to take 
responsibility for the fact that 
people were surprised.”

Wynn,” she said. 

More than 2,000 RCMP of¬ 
ficers, emergency personnel 
and fellow police officers are 
expected to attend Monday’s 
funeral and march along Poir¬ 
ier Avenue to Servus Credit 
Union Place in St. Albert. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper, along with Steven 
Blaney, minister of public 
safety and emergency pre¬ 
paredness, and other mem¬ 


bers of caucus are also slated 
to attend Monday’s funeral. 

Valiquette said the entire 
force has felt the outpouring 
of support from across the 
countiy after Wynn’s passing. 

“We don’t always expect 
this sort of thing,” she said. 
“It’s very heartwarming as a 
police officer to see this sup¬ 
port from the community. 
People have come to officers 
and want to offer money; 
they’ve wanted to offer dona¬ 
tion. 

“They’ve had just good 
wishes for us,” Valiquette 
added. 

The RCMP Veterans Asso¬ 
ciation, Edmonton Division, 
has also established a fund 
to support Wynn’s family 
and help Bond through his 
recoveiy.

The late-night surcharge on 
Edmonton taxis could soon be 
spread out to make getting a 
ride around town easier. 

The city’s $3 late-night sur¬ 
charge was meant to put more 
drivers on the road when the 
city’s bars were closing down, 
but the city believes it might be 
playing a role in drivers refus¬ 
ing longer-range trips. 

“It’s one of the reasons we 
have been told that drivers are 
reticent to go out of town,” said 
Gany Dziwenlca, the city’s dir¬ 
ector of licensing. 

Refusals over distance are 
one of the city’s most com¬ 
mon complaints Dziwenlca 
told councillors last week dur¬ 
ing discussion about rideshare 
company Uber. 

He said the city is consid¬ 
ering the option of changing 
the fee so that drivers wouldn’t 
get the surcharge as part of the 
opening fare, but instead across 
the fare. 

“Instead of having such a 
huge drop at the beginning, 
three dollars extra at the front 
end, we have used the kilo¬ 
metre charge as a basis for 


giving the premium,” said Dzi- 
wenlca. 

He said currently a short 
trip nets a good fare for driv¬ 
ers late at night, which is why 
many prefer short trips. 

“It’s a short period of dead¬ 
heading and then they queue 
up again,” he said. 

Jasbir Gill, president of the 
Edmonton Taxi Association, 
said it’s important drivers have 
an incentive to work late. 

“They face more drunk 
people and all of this,” he said. 

Gill said he understands 
why the city wants to do some¬ 
thing about the problem and 
believes drivers can work with 
it. 

“We’re OK with the new 
change, because ultimately the 
three dollars will be covered,” 
he said. 

Dziwenlca said the city still 
plans to pursue this plan, but 
with the added issue of ride 
share companies, he is not sure 
when a proposal for change 
will come to council. 


Changes coming 


The surcharge currently 
applies between 11 p.m. 
and 4 a.m. 


• The city is also consid¬ 
ering an 8.5 per cent 
increase to fares as part 
of the same proposal.

Querengesser said the 
group has also small signs 
printed to encourage people 
to do their own wayfinding. 

The signs are small arrows 
with a blank space to fill in 


where they’re pointing. 

He said he hopes to attract 
more attention to the cause. 

“If we get people doing 
these things and understand 
what the term wayfinding 
means there will be that 
grassroots push for change,” 
he said. 

He said he feels most 
people want better wayfind¬ 
ing, but they’re not passion¬ 
ate about it. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said 
he could see the city putting 
a small amount of funds into 
wayfinding, but he would 
rather see the changes imple¬ 
mented outside. 

“I think helping visitors 
move around the city is a 
good thing. I would just 
rather they be up on the side¬ 
walk,” he said. 


Link Byfield 


Conservative 
columnist dies 

A conservative columnist, 
politician and publisher 
whose magazine was once 
a leading voice of Canadian 
conservatives has died. 

The Edmonton Sim 
says link Byfield died of 
cancer at 63, attributing the 
information to his son, Col- 
man Byfield. Link Byfield 
was a columnist for the Sun 
Media chain. 

Byfield was elected as 
a “senator in waiting” in a 
provincewide vote in 2004 
but was never appointed 
to the Senate. He was also 
a founding member of the 
Wildrose Party.

Holocaust. Miriam 
Friedman Ziegler says 
she was 'lucky enough 
to live’ and wants the 
‘world to know' about 
what she endured 


On a cold January day in 1945, 
nine-year-old Miriam Friedman 
Ziegler watched as Red Army 
soldiers approached Ausch¬ 
witz. An army photographer 
captured the historic moment: 
13 wide-eyed children — Fried¬ 
man Ziegler among them — 
staring out through the fence. 

The thought of freedom 
was a scary notion for the Jew¬ 
ish girl who’d spent a year in 
Auschwitz separated from the 
rest of her family. 

“What’s going to happen to 
me now?” she recalls thinking 
at the time. “I have nobody.” 

She would later reunite 
with her mother, but her fath¬ 
er never made it out of the in¬ 
famous Nazi camp alive. 

Auschwitz has become a 
symbol of the horrors of the 
Holocaust, in which six million 
Jews were systematically killed. 

Friedman Ziegler, who lives 
in Thornhill, Ont., is among

Parliament back to 
business Monday 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper is trying to set the 
tone for Monday’s resumption 
of Parliament by vowing his 
government will focus on jobs 
and economic security.

Her mother 
took off with Friedman Ziegler 
to her grandparents’ house in 
a nearby town via horse and 
buggy. But the man driving the 
buggy tossed them en route, 
fearing for his life. 

They eventually reached 
her grandparents, well ahead 
of the Nazi’s eventual arrival. 

However, when she turned 
eight, the Nazis caught them 
and loaded her and her parents 
in cattle cars and shipped them 
to Auschwitz. 

The children were separat-

in the adjacent Birkenau death 
camp, where Friedman Ziegler 
found some of her cousins, and 
others who would become life¬ 
long friends. 

One day the Nazis aban¬ 
doned the camp temporar¬ 
ily and the children, including 
Friedman Ziegler, snuck off to 
Auschwitz where they raided 
the barracks for food and cloth¬ 
ing and then returned to camp. 

When the Nazis returned 
they asked anyone who want¬ 
ed to walk to freedom to line 
up. They shot everyone in line. 

Auschwitz was liberated on 
Jan. 27,1945. 

After Auschwitz, Friedman 
Ziegler came to Canada as 
part of a group of 1,000 child 
refugees. Two years later her 
mother came to Canada and 
the pair settled in Toronto. She 
eventually met her husband — 
also a Holocaust survivor — on 
a blind date. The couple has 
three children. 

She has rarely spoken about 
what happened during the 
Holocaust, even to her family. 

“I’m hearing some of these 
horrible stories for the first 
time,” said her daughter, Adri¬ 
enne Shulman, who is accom¬ 
panying her mother to Poland.

The recent terror attacks in 
Paris have unleashed a bar¬ 
rage of anti-Muslim and anti¬ 
immigrant comments on the 
Faceboolc pages of federal polit¬ 
icians and their parties in Can¬ 
ada — much of it plainly visible 
to the public. 

Managing racist, sexist, 
homophobic and harassing 
material is just one of the new 
challenges facing parties who 
want to have an active social 
media presence, grounded in 
the concept of free speech and 
open dialogue. 

A Jan. 7 post on Stephen 
Harper’s Faceboolc account, in 
which the prime minister said 
he was “horrified by the barbar¬ 
ic attacks in France,” received 
approximately 575 comments. 
Some six dozen — expressing 
support for blocking immigra¬ 
tion from Islamic countries, 
closing Canada’s borders or just 
criticizing Islam—were still on 


the page two weeks later. 

“Time to step down on all 
Islamic communities world¬ 
wide,” wrote one visitor to the 
page. 

Said another, “All Muslims 
should go home and never be 
let back here please Mr. Harper 
make that happen they steal 
real people’s jobs that belong to 
us Canadians.” 

A Jan. 14 Conservative Party 
of Canada Faceboolc post en¬ 
titled Protecting Canadians 
from Barbaric Cultural Practi¬ 
ces — aimed at promoting the 
government’s legislation bar¬ 
ring forced or child marriages 
— elicited similar sentiments. 

Paula Todd, digital media 
professor and author of Ex¬ 
treme Mean: Trolls, Bullies and 
Predators Online, said some 
offensive speech should be left 
online so that it can be exposed 
and critiqued by others. 

“We’re discovering the ef¬ 
fects of putting all this horrible 
stuff online,” said Todd. 

“One of the effects is that 
because it’s 24 hours a day, 
because it flies around the 
world in seconds, and be¬ 
cause it’s permanent, these 
kinds of hate attacks can be 
more damaging than just the

F&cebook Tike’ not always literal ‘like’: Experts 


A “like” shouldn’t always be 
taken literally, say tech ex¬ 
perts, who are closely watch¬ 
ing the case of 13 Dalhousie 
University students suspended 
for their actions on Faceboolc. 

The case is interesting for 
many reasons, including the 
fact that it exposes how users 
often don’t appreciate that 
nothing is truly private on¬ 
line, said Aimee Morrison, an 
associate chairwoman in the 
English department at the Uni¬ 
versity of Waterloo. 


“We’re in this moment with 
social media where people 
haven’t quite modulated their 
behaviour in what is actually 
a pretty public space,” said 
Morrison, who studies digital 
issues. 

The 13 fourth-year dent¬ 
istry students belonged to a 
school-related private Face- 
book group. 

One of the students, Ryan 
Millet, has gone public to pro¬ 
test his suspension, claiming 
that he helped expose offen¬ 


sive posts in the group, includ¬ 
ing misogynistic comments 
about some female classmates. 

Lawyer Bruce Macintosh 
suggested at a recent news 
conference that his client, a 
father of three, didn’t interact 
much with his fellow students 
outside of class and used the 
group to stay in touch. 

Young people especially

Deadly rocket attacks 
hike tension in Ukraine 



When cartoonists at a French 
publication that had poked 
fun at the Prophet Muham¬ 
mad were shot dead, millions 
around the world felt it as an 
attack on freedom of speech. 

Since the rampage that left 
12 dead at the Charlie Hebdo 
offices and another four dur¬ 
ing a standoff with police at a 
kosher supermarket, French 
authorities have arrested doz¬ 
ens of people — including a 
comedian — for appearing 
to praise the terrorists or en¬ 
courage more attacks. 

That has unleashed accus¬ 
ations of a double standard, 
in which free speech applies 
to those who mock Islam 
while Muslims are penalized 
for expressing their own pro¬ 
vocative views. 

French police have ar¬ 
rested more than 70 people 
since the attacks for allegedly 
defending or glorifying ter¬ 
rorism. 

The most famous is com¬ 
edian Dieudonne M’bala 
M’bala, charged over a Face- 
book post that says, “I feel 


like Charlie Coulibaly” — a 
merger of the names of the 
magazine Charlie Hebdo and 
Amedy Coulibaly, the attack¬ 
er who killed four hostages at 
the supermarket. 

French law bans pro¬ 
moting racial or religious 
hatred, as well as inciting 
or defending terrorism or 
crimes against humanity. 
Blasphemy, in contrast, is not 
illegal in France, so Charlie 
Hebdo’s mockery of religion 
is regarded differently. 

The arrests have been 
criticized by Amnesty Inter¬ 
national, which expressed 
concern about a new French 
law that permits sentences 
of up to seven years for de¬ 
fending or inciting terrorism. 

“You have a French society 
that considers, not unjustly, 
that freedom of expression 
itself has come under attack,” 
said Amnesty Europe Director 
John Dalhuisen. “You have to 
attack the criminals, but not 
in a way that undermines the 
idea.”

Kyiv. Russian-backed 
rebels blamed for 
assault that killed 30 
civilians in Mariupol 


Ukraine’s president said Sun¬ 
day that intercepted radio and 
telephone conversations prove 
that Russia-backed separatists 
were responsible for firing 
the rockets that pounded the 
southeastern city of Mariupol 
and killed at least 30 people 
and injured 95. 

The attack on Mariupol, a 
strategically situated port city 
that had been relatively quiet 
for months, alarmed the West 
and looked likely to further ag¬ 
gravate relations with Russia. 

Putting the blame squarely 
on Moscow, President Barack 
Obama said the U.S. would 
work with its European part¬ 
ners to “ratchet up the pres¬ 
sure on Russia.” 

European Union foreign 


affairs chief Federica Moghe- 
rini later announced that EU 
foreign ministers would hold 
an “extraordinary” meeting 
in Brussels on Thursday to dis¬ 
cuss Ukraine. 

Russian Foreign Minister 
Sergei Lavrov, speaking separ¬ 
ately with Mogherini and U.S. 
Secretary of State John Kerry, 


told them the Ukrainian gov¬ 
ernment bore responsibility 
for the latest militaiy escala¬ 
tion, according to statements 
released by his ministiy. Lav¬ 
rov did not, however, directly 
address who had carried out 
the attack on Mariupol. 

The rocket attack came a 
day after the rebels rejected 


a peace deal and announced 
they were going on a multi¬ 
pronged offensive against the 
government in Kyiv in a bid to 
seize more territoiy. 

The rebel stance has up¬ 
ended European attempts to 
mediate an end to the fighting 
in eastern Ukraine.

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Anti-bailout party’s win in Greece 
threatens to renew market turmoil

A radical left-wing party vowing 
to end Greece’s painful auster¬ 
ity program won a historic vic- 
toiy in Sunday’s parliamentaiy 
elections, setting the stage for a 
showdown with the country’s 
international creditors that 
could shake the eurozone. 

Alexis Tsipras, leader of the 
communist-rooted Syriza party, 
immediately promised to end 
the “five years of humiliation 
and pain” that Greece has en¬ 
dured since an international 
bailout saved it from bankrupt¬ 
cy in 2010. 

With 80 per cent of polling 
stations counted, Syriza had 36 
per cent of the votes, versus 28 
per cent for Prime Minister An¬ 
tonis Samaras’s conservatives. 

It remained to be seen 
whether Syriza had enough 
seats to govern outright or 
would have to seek support 
from other parties. That might 


not become clear until Monday 
morning or even later, when all 
the votes are counted. 

If Tsipras, 40, can put togeth¬ 
er a government, he will be 
Greece’s youngest prime minis¬ 
ter in 150 years. 

The prospect of an anti¬ 
bailout government coming to 
power in Greece has sent jitters 
through the financial world, 
reviving fears of a Greek bank¬ 
ruptcy that could reverberate 
across the eurozone. 

“The sovereign Greek 
people today have given a clear, 
strong, indisputable mandate. 
Greece has turned a page. 
Greece is leaving behind the de¬ 
structive austerity, fear and au¬ 
thoritarianism. It is leaving be¬ 
hind five years of humiliation 
and pain,” Tsipras told a crowd 
of flag-waving supporters. 

He won on promises to de¬ 
mand debt forgiveness and re¬ 
negotiate the terms of Greece’s 
240-billion-euro ($335-billion) 
bailout, which has kept the 
debt-ridden country afloat since 
mid-2010. 

To qualify for the cash, 
Greece has had to impose deep 
and bitterly resented cuts in 
public spending, wages and 


pensions, along with public-sec- 
tor layoffs and repeated tax in¬ 
creases. Its progress in reforms 
is reviewed by inspectors from 
the International Monetaiy 
Fund, European Commission 
and European Central Bank, 
collectively known as the troi¬ 
ka, before each instalment of 


bailout funds can be released. 

Tsipras pronounced the troi¬ 
ka and its regular debt inspec¬ 
tions “a thing of the past.” 

“The verdict of the Greek 
people ends, beyond any doubt, 
the vicious circle of austerity in 
our country,” he said. 

Greece’s creditors insist the 


country must abide by previ¬ 
ous commitments to continue 
receiving support. 

The centrist Potami party 
was battling for third place 
with the Nazi-inspired Golden 
Dawn, whose leader and sever¬ 
al lawmakers campaigned from 
prison, where they are awaiting

Images of slain Egypt protester revive focus on police violence 


Images of a mortally wounded 
protester, blood running down 
her face and hair as she was 
lifted from the pavement by 
a comrade, have touched off 
powerful criticism of Egypt’s 
government on the anniver¬ 
sary of a revolution initially 
sparked by police brutality. 

The photos and videos 
show a heavily armed police 
unit, with some members 


masked, shooting at a small, 
peaceful protest Saturday near 
Cairo’s Tahrir Square in which 
32-year-old Shaimaa el-Sabagh 
took part. 

A labour rights activist 
with a histoiy of involvement 
in protests that predated the 
country’s 2011 revolution, el- 
Sabagh was also a poet and 
mother of a five-year-old boy.

Her death renewed criti¬ 
cism of police use of force and 
the government’s insistence 
that its crackdown is reserved 
for terrorists and violent pro¬ 
testers.

from el-Sabagh’s death, saying 
that they only used tear gas 
against the protest and that 
violent elements infiltrate ral¬ 
lies to “drive a wedge” between 
the people and the police.

gings and a sweater for the 
shoot. 

The pictures could end up 
on a box for the toy track, or 
in an advertisement. 

Noelle, who earned $50 US 
for the session, was recruited

store. 

Fisher-Price also reaches 
out to hospital maternity 
wards, immigrant groups and 
urban churches in search of a 
rainbow of newborns to five- 
year-olds.

Squamish Nation member 
Khelsilem is fluent in his 
native tongue and passion¬ 
ately spearheading a pro¬ 
ject to revitalize indigenous 
languages. But he wants to 
turbocharge his linguistic 
proficiency by learning an en¬ 
tirely new and universal lan¬ 
guage — computer coding. 

The 25-year-old from 
North Vancouver plans to pre¬ 
serve and share the Squamish 
and Downriver Halkomelem 
languages by acquiring cod¬ 
ing skills, which he’ll use to 
construct a website that gives 
his community’s lingual trad¬ 
itions worldwide reach. 

Khelsilem was among two 
tables of 20 laptop-laden First 
Nations people adding their 
beat to the rhythmic key tap¬ 
pings of 500 British Colum¬ 
bians who gathered over the 
weekend for a massive com¬ 
puter coding bootcamp. 

The humming hive filled a 
cavernous Vancouver confer¬ 
ence space for The HTML500, 
the premier 2015 event in a 
four-city caravan teaching the 
ABCs of web coding. The idea 
was to provide free lessons in 
basic coding languages. Or¬ 
ganizers hope the bootcamp 
prompts a mass movement 
towards “digital literacy.”

It was city hall like I’d never seen it before. Out¬ 
side, a streak of yellow and orange cars. Inside, 
similarly colourful turbans descended into 
council chambers for an executive committee 
meeting that could change the course of their 
careers. Dozens if not hundreds of cabbies ar¬ 
rived last Tuesday for a marathon debate on 
vehicle-for-hire apps, namely Uber. 

Their cellphones ringed and pinged futilely 
for seven hours as they put their livelihoods on 
hold. Peering down from the top of the round 
auditorium, I couldn’t help but picture any one 
of these men as my Uncle Muhammed, who 
earned his first living in Canada driving an Ed¬ 
monton taxi in the 1970s. It was simpler then: 
The city was half the size, navigational expertise 



wasn’tyet devalued by GPS and ride-share tech¬ 
nology, and the price of taxi plates was nowhere 
near $200,000. 

It was apparent that the face of the ever-frus¬ 
trating taxi monopoly wasn’t an executive in a 
power suit, but a working-class immigrant in a 
worn leather jaclcet who’d accepted and bought 
into our dysfunctional system. And as the few 
outspoken drivers took to the panel, it was clear 
that this debate wasn’t about Uber anymore. It 
was about how and why the cab association and 
municipal government allowed it to fester as 
both passengers and riders were gauged by the 
same broken operation. There were some excep¬ 
tions, including the owner of a limousine ser¬ 
vice that called for council to “stop this black 
market.” A single young cabbie called for an end 
to the plate cap and ruffled some colleagues’ 
feathers when he boldly announced “I’m not 
worried about the aliens Uber invading Edmon¬ 


ton.” But the vast majority ofthe panel went to 
great lengths to protect the existing state of af¬ 
fairs and deflect the blame to poor dispatch ser¬ 
vices that can’t handle the volumes of calls; lack 
of snow-clearing and blading holding up the 
drivers; limousines siphoning their late-night 
customers. Some even called for the city to de¬ 
velop its own taxi broker app for local drivers. 

Imagine for a moment the staff of independ¬ 
ent bookstores, newspapers, travel agencies or 
other struggling businesses calling for the gov¬ 
ernment to protect them from new, competing 
technology. They wouldn’t even get the time of 
day. Yet, incredibly, this absurd suggestion ori¬ 
ginated from city administration itself, in a list 
10 options to improve taxi service. 

Noticeably absent from that list was creating 
a regulatory framework allowing ride-share 
apps like Uber to exist. But city council was far 
more open-minded. “The world has evolved and 


people want choice,” said. Coun. Andrew Knack, 
who has shown leadership on this matter from 
the outset. 

His unanimously passed motion will see 
draft bylaws establishing public safety rules and 
regulations for ride-share apps and improved 
taxi service (including more plates, unsurpris¬ 
ingly) by the third quarter. In the meantime, 
Uber has been asked to leave the market, or 
otherwise be removed by court injunction. It 
hasn’t budged. 

Whatever the final decision, it’s hard to im¬ 
agine vehicle-for-hire services coming out of 
this any worse than they are now—long wait 
times, inflated fares and taxis regularlyrefusing 
service to far-flung neighbourhoods to keep 
themselves in high-traffic areas. Uber and many 
cabbies may not be happy with the outcome, but 
the clear winner will be the people of Edmon¬ 
ton.

Does the best comedy come 
from pain? And does that 
mean comedians are the 
most miserable people of all? 

That’s what comic Kevin 
Pollack wanted to discover 
in his documentaiy, Mis- 
eiy Loves Comedy, which 
premiered Friday at the 
Sundance Film Festival.

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U.S. Netflix isn’t as 
great as it seems 


Analysis. We’ve all 
heard griping that 
programming selection 
south of the border 
is best, but quantity 
doesn't necessarily 
mean quality 


Feeling left out and ignored by 
Netflix Canada? 

Cheer up. It may not be as 
bad as it seems. 

Previously unpublished data 
provided to the Toronto Star 
confirms the widely held suspi¬ 
cion that there is far more var¬ 
iety for Netflix viewers in the 
U.S. than in Canada. 

Canadian Netflix subscrib¬ 
ers can only view half of the 
movie and television titles 
available to Americans on the 
online streaming service. But 
the data, which Netflix refuses 
to officially release, also sug¬ 
gests the Canadian list includes 
more hits and fewer stinkers. 

The data was provided to 
the Star by Netflixable, a web¬ 
site offering a country by coun¬ 
try periscope into 20 regions 
covered by the worldwide 
streaming service. 

It shows that Canadian view¬ 
ers can watch some hits that 
aren’t available south of the 
border, including Blue Jasmine 
(2013), X-Men: First Class (2011), 
The Dark Knight Rises (2012), 
Black Swan (2010) and Batman: 
The Dark Knight Returns: Part 
1 (2012). 

“The Netflix U.S. and Netflix 
Canada services are treated dif¬ 
ferently by the company,” said 
Michael Geist, a Star columnist 
and research chair in Internet 
and E-commerce Law at the 
University of Ottawa. 

“The Netflix U.S. is focused 
on adding more choice with 
curation on subscriber interest 
coming later (i.e. make con¬ 
tent available and determine 
whether to continue to offer 
based on interest),” Geist said in 
an email. 

Some of the American titles 
that aren’t available here in¬ 
clude non-Oscar winners Poult- 
lygeist: Night of the Chicken 
Dead (2006) and Vibrator (2003). 

“A lot of people who have 
never done this make the as¬ 
sumption that the United 
States Netflix is the best,” Josh 
Loewen, founder, owner and 
CEO of Netflixable, said in an 
interview. 

“Their number might be 
the highest, but the quality of 
the titles (matters). There is no 
best,” Loewen said. “Canada’s 


got some great stuff that’s ex¬ 
clusive to us.” 

Geist said there’s another 
theoiy for the leaner Canadian 
playlist. “The cynical view is 
that Netflix doesn’t need to cre¬ 
ate a larger libraiy for Canada 
since many Canadians know 
how to access the U.S. service,” 


Geist said. “That means Netflix 
pays for U.S. rights, but knows 
that others may find ways to ac¬ 
cess the content (and will sub¬ 
scribe on that basis).” 

For its part, Netflix spokes¬ 
person Kiel Hume said the 
company does not release such 
data. “It’s not a static service,” 



Hume said in an interview. 

“It’s always changing. It’s 
dynamic. There’s always titles 
coming on, titles going off. 


That’s just one of the reasons 
that they don’t share lists of 
content that’s available.”

Build up 
an emergency fund so 
that when the worst 
does happen, you’ll 
have some options

Have you ever thought about 
what you’d do if you lost your 
job or got sick and the pay- 
cheques just stopped coming 
in? How would you pay your 
rent or your mortgage? Where 
would you get the money for 
food? 

How about all those other 
expenses that gobble up your 
paycheque now? Sure, if you’re 
terminated from work, there 
might be some Employment 
Insurance, but El takes time to 
kick in, and it isn’t veiy much. 
So what would you do to make 
ends meet? 

The term the financial in¬ 
dustry likes to use to describe 
that pile of money you stash 
away just in case is “emergency 
fund.” But I like to call it my FU 
Account. That’s because having 
money in the bank gives me the 
option of saying FU if I’m asked 
to compromise my standards. It 
also means that if a tree falls on 
my house I can say, “FU tree!” 
Man, I love my FU Account. 

People who don’t see the 
point in having an emergency 
fund are either shortsighted, 
or completely unwilling to stop 
spending all their money. They 
are so averse to taking a little 
bit of what they are blowing 
on crap and setting it aside that 
they’re willing to brave the ter¬ 
rors of an emergency—and it’s 
only a matter of time — with¬ 
out any kind of safety net. 

Whenever I talk about an 


emergency fund, inevitably I 
get a barrage of excuses about 
saving the money. My favour¬ 
ites come from the people who 
just don’t want to stop doing 
what they’re doing. 

From the small expenses 
such as a cellphone, buying 
bottled beverages or dropping 
the odd $20 on new makeup, 
to the people who spend gobs 
decorating and re-decorating 
their homes, eating lunch and 
dinner out, or taking vacations, 
people are unwilling to stop 
spending every red cent they 
make. 

Do you have a gadget habit? 
Can’t resist a new pair of shoes? 
Do you pick up a new maga¬ 
zine eveiy time you’re at the 
checkout? Believe it or not, you 
don’t have to get a manicure. If 
you think a manicure is a need, 
you’re delusional. And if you al¬ 
ready own 10 pairs of shoes, the 


next pair is sheer indulgence. 
So is that bottle of nail polish, 
the new DVD, or the beer after 
work. They’re all distractions 
from savings. 

You don’t have to start by 
saving a whack of money. This 
week, open up a high interest 
savings account and then ar¬ 
range an automatic transfer 
to Siat account every month. 
Start with $30 — a dollar a 
day. That’s not so much to not 
spend, now is it? 

To build your FU account, 
look for ways to find more 
money. You know those cou¬ 
pons you use to save at the 
groceiy store? Ship that money 
over to your FU Account. And 
that outfit you bought on sale 
last week? Send the difference 
to your FU Account. If you have 
money for cookies and pedis, 
you have money to build an 
emergency fund so that if the 


worst does happen, you’ve got 
some options. 

How good would it feel to 
not have to panic when the 
car breaks down and you need 
to come up with an unpredict¬ 
able $2,400? How much better 
would you feel if your baby, 
your mom or your partner gets 
sick and you knew you could 
take time off work, without 
pay, to see to their needs? 

How much smarter would 
you feel if you got laid off from 
work and had enough money 
set aside to keep a roof over 
your head and food in your 
belly until El kicks in — it’s a 
pathetic amount, really — or 
you could get another job? 

That’ll likely take about six 
months (that’s what the stud¬ 
ies show, kids) so that’s why 
you’ll need to have enough to 
cover six months’ worth of es¬ 
sential expenses. Make your 


Make it cash, not credit 


• An emergency fund is 
cash you’ve accumulated 
so that you can have 
the money you need to 
keep things in balance 
when the crap hits the 
fan. Don’t buy the BS 
that a line of credit is an 
emergency fund. That's 
just some lender trying 
to get rich off you. 


• Some people have 
a problem with the 
concept of the money 
in their emergency fund 
just sitting there earning 
a pittance in interest, 
waiting to be called into 
active duty when the 
worst happens. Once 
they’ve built up a couple 
of thousand dollars, 
the vacation becomes a 
“sanity emergency,” or 
they run up their credit 
cards and that becomes 
a “debt emergency.” 


• But anything you can 
predict having to spend 
money on is not an 
emergency — it should 
be a line item on your 
budget and become a 
planned spending cat¬ 
egory.

Career. Research 
shows longer work 
hours can increase the 
risk of alcohol abuse 


It’s true: working too hard 
can drive you to drink, say 
researchers who warn of 
the health risks of such 
dual excess. 

An overview of studies 
covering more than 400,000 
people showed that individ¬ 
uals who exceed 48 working 
hours per week are likelier 
to consume “risky” quanti¬ 
ties of alcohol. 

The paper, published in 
The BMJ journal, reported 
that long working hours 
boosted the likelihood of 
higher alcohol intake by 11 
per cent overall. 

People who worked 49- 
54 hours a week ran a 13- 
per cent higher risk of de¬ 
veloping a “risky alcohol 
use” habit compared to 


counterparts who worked a 
35-40-hour work week. 

Those working 55 hours 
or more were 12 per cent 
more at risk. 

“Risky” alcohol use was 
defined as more than 14 
units per week for a woman 
and more than 21 for a man 
— levels that have been 
linked to a higher risk for 
liver and heart disease, can¬ 
cer, stroke and mental dis¬ 
orders. 

An alcohol unit is the 
equivalent of a third of a 
pint of medium-strength 
beer, half a 175-millilitre 
(six fluid ounces) glass of 
red wine with 12 per cent 
alcohol by volume, or a 25 
ml-shot of whisky, 

The findings add statis¬ 
tical backing to anecdotal 
evidence for a link between 
excessive work and alcohol 
abuse, the authors said. 

More than a dozen de¬ 
veloped economies were 
covered by the research, 
including Canada, Britain,

Long working hours have 
previously been linked to 
cardiovascular disease, de¬ 
pression and anxiety. 

The increased risk of de¬ 
veloping a “risky” drinking 


habit from over-work was 
small in absolute terms, 
Olcechulcwu said. 

Also, having a job was as¬ 
sociated with a lower preva¬ 
lence of alcohol consump¬ 
tion and a higher chance 
of recovery from alcohol 
misuse than being unem¬ 
ployed. 

Even so, the risk should 
be taken seriously. 


“Any exposure associated 
with avoidable increases in 
disease or health damaging 
behaviour, or both, war¬ 
rants careful examination,” 
said Olcechulcwu. 

“Indeed, these findings 
could add impetus to fur¬ 
ther regulation of working 
hours as a public health 
intervention.”

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Browner gets a second chance 
at Super Bond with Patriots 


NFL pi Former 
Seahawk won ring while 
serving suspension 


Brandon Browner received 
a Super Bowl ring last year 
even though he was watch¬ 
ing from home 3,000 miles 
from the Seattle Seahawlcs 
when they won the title. 

Now the hard-hitting 
cornerbaclc has a shot at 
more diamonds and another 
title, going face-to-face with 
receivers when the New Eng¬ 
land Patriots play his former 
team Sunday. 

It’s a matchup Browner 
craved after missing last sea¬ 
son’s Super Bowl while under 
suspension for violating the 
NFL’s substance abuse policy 
and then signing with the Pa¬ 
triots in March.

His indefinite suspension 
cost him the last two regu¬ 
lar-season games plus three 
post-season games.

After serv¬ 
ing the suspension, he was 
inactive for two games then 
took over at cornerback op¬ 


posite Darrelle Revis. 

“He deserves a lot of cred¬ 
it to sit out four games and 
then come back and fall back 
right in stride,” Patriots safe¬ 
ty Devin McCourty said. “He 
hasn’t missed a beat since 
he’s been back.” 

At six-feet-four and 221 
pounds, Browner has a 
physical style that can in¬ 
timidate opponents but also 
hurt the Patriots. He commit¬ 
ted 13 penalties while play¬ 
ing in nine regular-season 
games. But he hasn’t backed 
off. 

Now he has added incen¬ 
tive, a chance at a second 
straight NFL title against a 
team he has no ill feelings 
for. 

“I was blessed and for¬ 
tunate,” said Browner, who 
served another four-game 
suspension in 2012 for vio¬ 
lating the NFL’s substance 
abuse policy. “I was sus¬ 
pended over there and I was 
still able to get a ring. That 
was a decision by the coach 
and the owner to give me 
that. They didn’t have to.”

All signs point to 
Quinn becoming the next head 
coach in Atlanta after having a 
second interview with the Fal¬ 
cons last week. 

When asked about the 
second interview, Quinn said 
he appreciated all the oppor¬ 
tunities he’s had and then 
channelled his own version of 
Marshawn Lynch. “Thanks for 
asking,” he said with a grin.
